I think it can 
come only if some way can be 
worked out solving simultaneous- 
ly the entire problem of freedom 
for Hungary, Poland and all the 
rest."

o'clock, appeared at the Rotary

Heidelberg Rotary Club. Heidel- 
berg is 10 miles from Weinheim.

U.S. Raps Exile Who Asked 
Voice In Cuban Policy Or 
$50 Million For Invasion

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Unit- 


ed States has publicly rebuked 
Cuban exile leader Jos Miro Car- 
dona for his purported bitter de- 
nunciation of U.S. policy toward 
Cuba 


In doing so, the government de- 


clared publicly for the first time 
wJiat has been rumored for days: 
that-Miro had demanded a voice 
in U.S. policy toward the Commu- 
nist island—or else $50 million to 
mount an exile expedition against 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro. 


The U.S. government is not pre- 


pared to make any such agree- 
ments, the State Department de- 
clared. It took this position in a 
stinging rejoinder to Miro's re- 
ported criticism of U.S.-Cuban 
policy in his 20-page letter of 
resignation as president of the 
Cuban Revolutionary Council. 
LETTER IS SENT 


The Miro letter has not been 


made public. The council — with 
Miro presiding—was still debating 
Monday night whether to do so. 


But enough informed descriptions 
of the letter were in the air for 
the State Department to turn 
loose its strong statement. 


Informed of he State Depart 


ment comments, Miro said Mon 
day night: "I told the truth. I do 
not tell lies." 


"I have never asked a second 


invasion," he added. "I 
have 


asked for hemispheric cooperation 
for joint military action." 


Sources who claim o have 


studied the letter say it includes: 


—A detailed account of Miro's 


relations with the U.S. govern- 
ment — including President Ken- 
nedy—since the ill-fated Bay of 
Pigs invasion of 1061. 


—Charges the United States re- 


neged on promises to act against 
Castro; promises including that of 
a second invasion. 


—Complaints that the United 


States has embarked on a course 
of coexistence toward the Soviet 
satellite in the Caribbean. 


—In general, a loud protest at

The directors increased the oc­ 
cupation tax levy from IO per 
cent to 20 per cent and the real 
estate jumped from 45 to 50 mills. 
The district’s financial respon­ 
sibilities for the next year in­ 
clude a payment of about $151,000 
to tile Fairfield Joint School Dis­ 
trict treasury and rental payments 
of $43,733 on bond Issues for school 
buildings. Local expenses amount 
to about $3,000 The total budget 
is about $4,000 above that for the 
current year. 
L IB E R T Y RATE UP 
Hamiltonban Twp. expects to 
get about $119,830 from the state 
in appropriation. 
The vote on the budget was four 
to one with Director John Luntz 
casting the dissenting vote. Pres­ 
ident Lloyd E. Benner presided 
at the meeting. 
The Liberty Twp. school board 
also met Monday evening before 
the joint school board meeting 
and gave tentative approval to 
its 1963-64 school budget. They 
voted to increase the occupation 
levy from 15 to 20 per cent but 
kept the 45-mill tax on real estate 
unchanged.

However, proportion- 
ate amounts will b.e paid, on ap- 
plication, to customers who dis- 
continued service during the pre- 
ceding 12 months.

Germany are learning to talk and 
think "in Communist fashion," he 
said. "We found that among the 
thousands who fled eastern Ger- 
many.

We fear what 50 or 60 
years of Communist domination 
may do to the young people grow- 
ing up under it."

TEN FREEDOM 
RIDERS TO GET 
COURT HEARING 


WASHINGTON (A P )-T en Free­ 
dom Riders convicted of unlaw­ 
ful assembly in Tallahasee, Fla., 
Monday were granted a Supreme 
Court hearing. 
The date for the hearing, to be 
set later, probably will not be 
until som e tim e next fall 
The IO. including Negroes and 
whites, were fined $500 each on 
charges arising from their efforts 
to integrate a restaurant at Talla­ 
hassee’s municipal airport. They 
were sentenced to 60 days in jail 
each if the fines were not paid

The night saw not one or two 
but many acts of bravery—Uke 
Hans Wagner starting down the 
arctic slopes Hi total darkness; 
like Army Captain Stanley Pore, 
of Clarendon HHls, 111., relaying 
messages to the top of the slope 
at first, and then going down the 
mountain to offer assistance; like 
Staff Sergeant 
Robert Kennedy, 
of Bendersville. Pa., standing be­ 
low until he was stiff with cold 
and nearly exhaus ed, then grab­ 
bing a couple of swallows of cof­

They were working to rescue 
Airman Second Class Donald E. 
Fletcher of the 1933-11 Communi­ 
cations Detachment. When they

Force man available on the cold 
mountain top pulled slowly and 
steadUy to raise the abkio (arctic 
sled) bearing the injured man up 
the mountain side.

DEMETER'S 
NEW STANCE 
AIDS HITTING 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — Philadel- 


phia Phillies outfielder Don Deme- 
ter is hitting at .454 so far this 
young season and he says he 
thinks his new batting stance 
may be the reason he's doing so 
well. 


In Milwaukee where the Phil- 


lies play the Braves today, Deme- 
ter said, "Last year I used a nor- 
mal stance at the plate until I 
got two strikes on me and then I 
spread my feet wide and just con- 
centrated on meeting the ball. 


"I found I could hit a ball far 


enough with the spread-stance so 
I decided to use it all the time 
this season. I'll bet I hit almost 
20 of my 29 home runs last year 
with two strikes on me, and I 
guess 
that's 
what 
convinced 


me."

else this year, added, "With a 
spread stride I concentrate more 
on a shorter swing and swinging 
down on the ball.

TAX PROGRAM 
OF GOVERNOR 
IS IN TROUBLE 


HARRISBURG (AP) — Gov. 


Scranton's $138 million tax pro- 
gram appears to be in trouble in 
the legislature, although the Re- 
publican leadership has pledged 
its support to the new levies. 


Two i n t l u e n t i a l legislators 


swung their support into Scran- 
ton's tax corner last weekend. 
But one of them speculated that 
the governor's proposed 4J/i per 
cent sales tax, including clothing 
and shoes, will not pass the House 
in that fashion. 


The latest two to voice support 


were M. Harvey Taylor, powerful 
president pro tempore of the Sen- 
ate, and Rep. Herman B. Willar- 
edt, R-Montgomery, chairman of 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 
NOT ENOUGH VOTES 


It was Willaredt who believed 


the governor's increased and ex- 
panded sales tax was in for revi- 
sion. His committee gets first 
crack at the Scranton taxes. 


Willaredt said he would back 


the governor; but added: 


"I don't think it will go through 


the Hous^ at 4% per cent with 
clothing. That's what I hear from 
members of the House. We need 
106 votes to pass it and we have 
only 109. There will be alternate 
proposals." 
BACKED BY TAYLOR 


Taylor, who always has played 


an influential role in the passage 
of any major legislation, was not 
so speculative on the outlook for 
the tax increases. 


He commented briefly: 
"I'm going to support his tax 


program. That's all I'm going to 
say." 


In addition to the sales tax rec- 


ommendation, Scranton also asked 
the legislature to enact a two- 
cent - increase on thd six-eent-a- 
pack cigarette tax—one cent this 
year and one next. 
TO MEET WEDNESDAY 


This proposal has drawn little, 


if any, criticism from the legisla- 
tors op the public. 


The tax legislation was intro- 


duced last week during the Gen- 
eral Assembly's annual Easter re- 
cess and immediately was re- 
ferred to Willaredt's committee. 


The chairman said he would 


call a meeting of the committee 
for Wednesday to act on the leg- 
islation if he receives the approv- 
al of She GOP leadership. 
NO ALTERNATIVES 


He thought the bill would be 


released by the committee be- 
cause, as he put it, "everyone 
wants to ... kick it around and 
falk about it." 


Gov. Scranton has declined to 


talk alternatives to nis recom- 
mendations. Last week, however, 
he hinted that if the sales tax 
proposal had to be changed, he 
would be in favor of exempting 
childrn's shoes and clothing. 


Administration sources said this 


was not being considered at the 
moment, however. 


Scranton's tax talk to the legis- 


lature April 2 was cautiously—al- 
most cooly—received by the Re- 
publican membership. The gover- 
nor can afford no sizeable defec- 
tions if his program is to pass as 
proposed.

TEN FREEDOM 
RIDERS TO GET 
OOURT HEARING 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Ten Free- 


dom' Ridei-s convicted of unlaw- 
ful assembly in Tallahasee, Fla., 
Monday were granted a Supreme 
Court hearing. 


The date for the hearing, to be 


set later, probably will not be 
until some time next fall. 


The 10, including Negroes and 


whites, were fined $500 each on 
charges arising from their efforts 
to integrate a restaurant at Talla- 
hassee's municipal airport. They 
were sentenced to 60 days in jail 
each if the fines were not paid. 
MOSTLY CLERGYMEN 


The riders, most of them cler- 


gymen, were arrested June 16, 
1961 during a sit-in at the airport 
restaurant. They testified in Tal- 
lahassee City Court that they had 
made a tour of Southern cities 
from Washington, D.C., to Talla- 
hassee to test segregation. 


Upholding the convictions, the 


Circuit Court of Leon County, 
Fla., said such d«monstrations 
cause tensions and tempers to 
rise and threaten disorder. 


"It is fche courts, both state and 


federal, to whom resort is readi- 
ly available to citizens to seek 
recognition and enforcement of 
legal rights and immunities. That 
such courts may not move as 
swiftly as the - individual would 
wish does not authorize pursuit of 
personal means which unneces- 
sarily create or threaten public 
disturbance or disorder, or which 
substantially interfere with norm- 
al, orderly functions of a public 
facility. Such a procedure is a 
form of anarchy," the court said. 


Appealing to the Supreme Court, 


the 10 said their convictions vio- 
lated federal constitutional rights 
of freedom of sipeech and assem- 
bly and due process of law. 


"The announced purpose of the 


trip." the appeal said, "was to de- 
termine whether restaurant and

Broken Before It Began

VIENTIANE, Laos (AP) — Re- 


newed fighting has broken a Lao- 
ian cease-fire agreement before 
it could take effect, reportedly be- 
cause neutralist Gen King Le is 
refusing to give up isolated posi- 
tions. 


Informed sources said Kong Le 


agreed 
Sunday 
to 
pull back 


trapped forces from two outposts, 
then changed his mind overnight. 


New shooting broke out shortly 


after the cease-fire was to become 
effective Sunday night Kong Le 
said the pro-Communist Pathet 
Lao attacked his troops and six 
of his men were wounded. 


The clash Sunday night occurred 


on a winding dirt road that is the 
only link between the provincial 
capital of Xieng Khouang and the 
Plaine des Jarres, about 27 miles 
away. 


Kong Le's neutralists 
forced 


out of Xieng Khouang, still control 
part of the road. Unde± Ihe cease- 
fire agreement they were to e\ac 
uate troops trapped at Dong Danh 
and Ban Kosi during the retreat 
eight days ago from Xieng Khou 
a&g. 
Withdrawal from both positions 


sources said, would leave Kong Le 
with virtually no strength outside 
the hill-locked Plaine where most 
of Ms 5.000 troops are bottled up.

Mrs. Schwenk's report showed 


Camp Hill raised $100,000 by pub- 
lic subscription to construct a 
60 by 120-foot pool, bath house 
and fence. The pool was con- 
structed by the citizens' commit- 
tee which raised the money and 
then was turned over to the bor- 
ough. Maintenance costs $11,700 a 
year while income is $15,500. The 
pool operates with membership 
season tickets which bring in $13,-

confined to taxpajing Camp Hill 
residents and their guests. A 
family membership at $15 for the 
summer permits 20 guest admis- 
sions at half price. 


Millersville Lions Club built, fi-

Manheim set up an authority 


which issued $135,000 in bonds. 
Total expense for operating the 
pool, including payment of $7,000 
per year on the bonds and $3,560 
interest, is $28,560. Operated on 
a membership basis of $25 per 
season for family, and $13 for 
single adult, the system operates 
at a profit. 


Mechanicsburg raised its money 


for pool construction by public 
subscription. Season tickets ff $20 
per family are sold. The pool, op- 
eration ended 1982 with a bal- 
ance of $7,631.45. 
SOME MAKE PROFIT 


Millerstown raised money for 


its pool by selling shares at $36 
per share. One share permitted an 
individual to swim free for three 
years. Two shares permittee; a 
family to swim free for three 
years. At the end of three years 
the shares had no value and the 
community owned the pool. Much 
of the cost was borne by dona- 
tions of land, fences, work, etc. 


Palmyra citizens raised £70,000, 


and borrowed $30.000. Cost of op- 
eration per year is $10.000 and 
the profit is $5,000. 


Penbrook's $114,000 pool was 


built by bonds sold through the 
Penbrook authority. The pool op- 
erates as a swim club, selling 
memberships. No tax money was 
used and the project, in addition 
to meeting its yearly obligations, 
has -shown a profit and spent 
$13.000 m enlarging facilities. 


The reports showed about one-
